SPECIAL GA - 

AT PRESS BRIEFING ON SPECIAL GA, USYG MORSE REPORTED 101 
SPEAKERS INSCRIBED FOR GENERAL DEBATE, 49 WITH CONFIRMED PLACES, 

AND DEBATE WILL LAST 10 FULL WORKING DAYS WITH 20 SESSION. (FIRST 
FOUR SPEAKERS INSCRIBED FOR APRIL 10 ARE ALGERIA, ARGENTINA, 

FRANCE, FRG). HE SAID HIS INITIAL DISCUSSIONS INDICATE THERE WILL 
BE ONLY ONE AD HOC COMITE, WHICH WILL BEGIN WORK SHORTLY AFTER 
GENERAL DEBATE STARTS, AND FROM DELS WITH WHOM HE TALKED THERE IS 
DISPOSITION TO ACHIEVE DECISIONS BY CONSENSUS. WHEN ASKED TO COM- 
MENT ON GROUP OF 77 CALLING SESSION POLITICAL, MORSE SAID THAT 
MEANT IT IS INTERDEPENDENT WORLD AND POLITICAL AND ECONOMIC 
MATTERS CLOSELY RELATED. ON DOCUMENTATION SECRETARIAT ASKED TO 
PROVIDE, MORSE STATED A/9544 ISSUED APRIL 5 CONTAINS DOCUMENTATION

IN PRESS BRIEFING, NK OBSERVER KWON MIN JUN URGED US CONGRESS TO 
ACT ON NK PEACE PROPOSAL. LETTER SENT TO US CONGRESS BECAUSE IT 
WAS NK CONGRESS ADDRESSING US CONGRESS, HE EXPLAINED. ADDING 
NO REPLY RECEIVED YET. PEACE AGREEMENT, WHICH WOULD REPLACE 
ARMISTICE AGREEMENT, IS "BASIC" TO NORTH SOUTH REUNIFICATION. HE 
CALLED US "RINGLEADER" OF SOTH KOREA'S INTRANSIGENT ATTITUDE. 

SOUTH KOREA AGGRAVATES SITUATION AND ITS STATE POLICY IS ONE OF 
TWO KOREAS, BUT KOREAN PEOPLE AS WHOLE WANT ONE COUNTRY AND NORTH 
WILL CONTINUE MOVE TOWARD REUNIFICATION WITH ONE CONGRESS. IT CLEAR 
THAT LONG AS US TROOPS REMAIN IN SK IT WILL BE IMPOSSIBLE TO ACHIEVE 
DIALOGUE, REUNIFICATION, ETC. THOUGH THERE ARE SOCIAL SPEAKING 
RELATIONS BETWEEN AMERICANS AND HIS STAFF, UN FORUM "NOT YET" 

PROPER PLACE TO APPROACH AMERICANS ON PROBLEM, HE COMMENTED. IN 
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RESPONSE TO QUESTION, HE DID NOT HAVE INFO WHETHER THERE WERE DPRK 
TROOPS IN MIDDLE EAST, BUT ADDED NK SUPPORTED ARABS AGAINST

IN STATEMENT ON CAPE VERDE, CALLED FOR SUPPORT FOR PAIGC 
AND SC MEASURES, INCLUDING SANCTIONS, TO ENSURE PORTUGAL'S 
COMPLIANCE WITH UN RESES. IN EXPLANATIONS OF VOTE, VENEZUELAN 
AND IVORY COAST REPS HAD RESERVATIONS CONCERNING RECOGNITION 
OF PAIGC AS ONLY AND AUTHENTIC REP OF PEOPLE, AND FORMER 
ALSO HAD RESERVATIONS ON REQUEST FOR OUTSIDE ASSISTANCE FOR 
THAT MOVEMENT. IN DANISH REP'S VIEW PARA REAFFIRMING 
RIGHT OF PEOPLE TO SELF-DETERMINATION AND INDEPENDENCE WAS 
CORE OF RES. REPS INDONESIA, SYRIA AND CHINA SPOKE ON 
NAMIBIA, AND PETITIONER LINI, REPRESENTING NEW HEBRIDES 
NATIONAL PARTY, MADE STATEMENT. (REPEATED INFO CONAKRY, 

DAKAR, LUANDA, LOURENCO MARQUES) 

SPEAKING ON NAMIBIA, WU MIAO-FA (CHINA) DENOUNCED DIALOGUE 
WITH SA AUTHORITIES AND "QUIET DIPLOMACY," AND DECLARED 
MAIN THING WAS TO RELY ON MASS STRUGGLE AND EMPHASIS MUST 
BE PLACED ON STRUGGLE AT HOME. INDONESIAN REP HOPED UNITED 
FORCE OF INTERNATIONAL OPINION WOULD IN FUTURE COMPEL SAG 
TO ABANDON ITS PRESENT POLICIES. SYRIAN REP, WHO STATED 
ISRAEL AND SA FOLLOWED SAME RACIST POLICIES, CALLED ON 
COMITE TO CONDEMN SA. 

PETITIONER LINI TOLD COMITE WHOLE STRUCTURE IN NEW HEBRIDES 
HAD BEEN ONE OF DIVIDING AND SEGREGATING PEOPLE. "NOT 
ONLY DO WE HAVE TWO ADMINISTRATIONS, BUT TWO CIVIL SERVICES, 
TWO POLICE FORCES, TWO EDUCATIONAL SYSTEMS, TWO MEDICAL 
DEPARTMENTS, TWO OFFICIAL LANGUAGES, AND TWO FLAGS." 

HE SPOKE OF INCREASED TENSION IN TERRITORY, THOUGHT 
WAY OUT WAS TO WORK FOR INDEPENDENCE, AND SUGGESTED GENERAL 
ELECTION SHOULD BE CALLED IN OCTOBER FOR MEMBERS OF GOVERNING 
OR LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL. 

OPI CONSULTATIVE PANEL - 
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PANEL HEARD STATEMENTS OF ADVISE AND, OCCASIONALLY, SYMPATHY 
FROM 16 OF 24 MEMBERS APRIL 3 AND 4. SOVIET PRESS OFFICER 
LOGINOV MADE EXPECTED ATTACK ON OPI "LACK OF OBJECTIVITY" 

AND HIGH PERCENTAGE US CITIZENS IN OPI, AND CITED OPI RELEASES 
WHICH, HE SAID, GAVE UNDUE WEIGHT TO ISRAELI VIEWPOINTS. 

US REP (SHELDON) DEFENDED OPI EFFORTS TOWARD IMPARTIALITY. 
OTHER STATEMENTS GENERALLY CRITICIZED LACK OF SUBSTANTIVE 
INFO ON ALL AGENDA ITEMS. THERE WAS GENERAL AGREEMENT ON 
ESTABLISHING WORKING GROUP TO FOCUS ON OPI INFO PROGRAM 
ON DEVELOPMENT, AND ASYG AKATANI SAID HE WOULD CONSULT 
WITH REGIONAL GROUP SPOKESMEN WITH EXPECTATION SUCH WG
